A Commission of the, ‘League of 
Nations met in Paris to prepare a re- 
vision of the Gregorian calendar for 
establishing-‘a permanent, date for 
Easter. It is also hoped to arrive at 
a calendar in'which not. only would 
‘the months all have the same length, 
but the days of each month would fall 
on the same day each year. This 
Second revision would be ignoring one 
day each year, that is, the 365th day, 
which simply might be-called the “Ex- 
tra Day,” and so leaving 364 calen- 
dared days split up into’ 52 equal 
weeks. “These revisions,” explained 
an official of the League of Nations 
to the Westminster. Gazette, “are 
considered by shipping, railway and 
other, authorities to be very greatly 
needed.

A Better Day Dawns 


After years of hibeotla dona: ahd roti the. failure of one conference 
sfter anothcr to make any subsiantiat headway, an agreement has at last been 
réached with Germany regarding the payment of reparations which gives 
promise of putting an end to the impossible situation so ‘Tong prevailing in 
Europe:and which has brought economic distress“througtiout the world. 

The agreement reached, based on the‘ Dawes report, has ‘received the 
unanimous approyatof the British, French ahd German cabinets and is fully 

acceptable to Belgiunt. France and Belgium have undertaken to evacuate 
the Ruhr within one year, and in all probabitity the. evacuation, will be com- 
pleted within a less RpeDS of time. ~ Already. ss acer towns in Baden have 
been evacuated, 

At the conclusion of the continents in Bondail at which ‘the ‘agreement 
was reached, the Premier of France and. the Chancellor .of Germany ‘shook, 
hands. This was the first post-war conference, says one of the ‘Germairpar- | 
ticlpants, in which the words “‘vanquished” and “victors” were dispensed with, 
and, he adds: “Throughout the negotiations we were never made to hear one 
disagreeable word.” On his return to Berlin, the German Chancellor: ex- 
pressed his belief that the French Premier was sincerely desffous of promot- 
ing the’ peace of Europe, that he was actuated by thé -best: intentions «and 
oould be trusted. It is further reported that-France and Germany: will sliort- 
‘ly open negotiations concerning commercial treaties. . e
